A recent survey showed that 
meat prices throughout the coun- 
try were at levels unequalled since 
1929 and indications of a threat- 
ened buyers’ strike were seen 
then.

94-Year-Old Man Who Served Under Grant Establishes 
Winter Headquarters in Atlanta; Visits Cyclorama 
and Home for Confederate Veterans.

Margaret Mitchell’s war _ epic, 
“Gone With the Wind,” has 
brought a 94-year-old Union sol- 
dier to Atlanta for winter head- 
quarters, 

After reading the book, A. L. 
Fowler, of New York state, who 
fought under General U. S. Grant's 
command during the war, decided 
to change his usual winter head- 
quarters from St. Petersburg, Fla., 
to the land where Scarlett O’Hara 
and Rhett Butler lived and found 
their romance. 

“I’m _ still worried because the 
two of ’em didn’t hitch up 
though,” he said. “I brought the 
book all the way here with me to 
finish reading it. Scarlett was 
quite a girl, with some good qual- 
ities and some bad, but all in all 
I liked her.” 

Damage Overdrawn. 

“IT believe the damage by the 
Yankees in the south was over- 
drawn but, of course,” he laugh- 
ed, “I wasn’t here.” 

Viewing points of interest in At- 
lanta, Mr. Fowler yesterday visit- 
ed the Cyclorama at Grant park. 
A bit hard of hearing the genial 
old Union soldier lost his bearings. 
When he glanced up at the mas- 
sive building in which the Battle 
of Atlanta is depicted, he said, 
“Well, my, my, Margarét’s got a 
pretty home, hasn’t she?” 

He talked continuously about his 
war experiences as he viewed the 
great painting of Atlanta’s fall. 


“During the time of Sherman’s 
march,” he said, “I was with the 
Potomac army. I was detailed to 
take recruits to Chattanooga. When 
all this fighting here was taking 
place I was traveling through Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, Memphis and 
up to Chattanooga where I turned 
over the recruits to the regiments 
and went back.” 

Fowler fought in Ahe battles of 
the Wilderness, Spottsylvania 
Court House, North Anna River, 
Cold Harbor and others. “I never 
knew a. discontented moment in 
the army,” he said, “that is, until 
I was wounded in the Battle of 
Petersburg. I became _ restless 


then.” 
Back on “Battlefield.” 


Walking down among the plas- 
ter-of-paris figures in the cyclo- 
rama the ex-soldier whose war 
days- are only memories now 
seemed to get a tremendous kick 
out of being on the battlefield 
again. He visibly straightened, a 
sparkle crept into his eyes, ‘““We’re 
right in it now,” he chuckled. 

Visiting the Confederate Sol- 
diers’ Home later in the day, 
Fowler became quite. chummy 
with the oldest soldier at the home,

Smoke Peace Pipe. 
“Is the fire down?” said Fowler 


by way of greeting. The two sat 


down and passed the peace pipe 
between them. Suddenly curiosity 
got the better of the Irishman.” 
“How many did you kill?” he ask- 
ed. But before Fowler had time to 
answer him he told him that he 
killed 18 during the war and with 
his walking cane waving in mid-air 
gave graphic illustrations of just 
how he went about it. 

Each talked enthusiastically of 
war experiences and seemed _ to 
have retained a good deal of the 
old wartime spirit. After listening 
to the Irishman boast of his valor 
and personal conquests Fowler 
looked him squarely in the eye, 
“T wouldn’t have backed down for 
the likes of you,” he said. And 
the two were off again, arguing 
what they would have done if they 
had met on a battlefield. 

His departure from the Irish 
soldier Fowler took seriously, “T’ll 
come back,” he said, “and we'll 
have a game of checkers. And 
when he was out of. hearing dis- 
tance he said, “Killed 18—humph 
—in the horn, he did!”

Plans of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church to seek unity with the 
Presbyterian Church in the Unit- 
ed States to achieve.an organic

Presbyterian. and .Episcopalian 
ministers alike were wholehearted 
in their approval of the plan to 
unite the two churches in an ef- 
fort toward complete unity of all 
churches for one world faith. 

The plan was announced yes- 
terday at the triennial general 
convention of the Episcopal Church 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. | 

“Together Spiritually.” 

“TI do not know whether the 

churches of America should unite 
organically, but one cannot fail 
to see that the churches are mov- 
ing together spiritually,” declared 
Dr. John R. Cunningham, pastor 
of Winston-Salem, N. C., before 
the synod of .Georgia last night 
at the Central Presbyterian 
church, 
“Missionaries report that their 
work is retarded by church divi- 
sions in the United States, since 
men of other nations are begin- 
ning to question. a faith that is so 
divided among its followers.” 

“We may have a lot more unity 
without uniformity,” said Dr. W. 
D. Hooper, professor of Latin at 
the University of Georgia, who 
was elected moderator of the 
Georgia synod at Tuesday’s ses- 
sion. “However, I believe the vg- 
rious denominations must pull 
themselves together before con- 
templating organic. union with 


others. . 
Nine Branches. 

“For instance, there are nine 
different branches of Presbyte- 
rianism, as mdny more forms of 
Methodism and several branches 
of the. Episcopal Church. It will 
be many years before unity can 
be reached. 

“The church had unity in the 


Middle Ages and yet it did not 
er the world.” 

I am greatly in favor of 
uniting the two churches as a step 
toward complete unity, .I can see 
no possibility for such a unity in 
the near future,” the Rev. Charles 
Holding, pastor of the Holy Trin- 
ity Episcopal church, said. 

“Everyone knows that churches 
must get together to accomplish 
any real good, but there will have 
to be several conferences before 
rd oF gps unity is achieved,” he 


Differences in church policy and 
organization were seen by the Rev. 
Richard Orme Flinn, pastor of the 
North Avenue Presbyterian church, 
as main obstacles to unity of the 
two churches, 


*Closeness of Doctrine. 


“As far as spiritual unity of the 
two churches is concerned, they 
are already united,” he said. 
“There should be little difficulty 
there because of the closeness of 
all Protestant churches in regard 
to doctrine. 

“The big obstacle to unity is or- 
ganization and policy of the 
churches. All of us would like to 
see the churches unified, but. there 
are too many things to be ironed 
out in the organic differences for 
any immediate consolidation of the 
churches.” 

Canon Charles F. Schilling, rec- 
tor of the Episcopal Church of 
Our Saviour, termed the proposed 
plan a ‘momentous achievement” 
should it be carried to completion. 

“I believe in the idea of the Cin- 
cinnati conference,” he said.

THE PRESIDENT’S PROGRAM 

In his radio “fireside chat’? on Tuesday 
night President Roosevelt outlined to the na- 
tion a list of objectives which he asks congress 
to seek in the special session called to meet. 
November 15. There will be general approval 
of the broad plans which he lists as necessary 
to the future welfare of the nation. | 

Heading the list is crop control legislation 
for the’ dual purpose of giving the farmers of 
the nation a dependable, adequate return for 
their efforts and to assure to all consumers a 
plentiful supply of food at reasonable cost. 

Secondly, the President asks for legislation 
that will assure decent earnings for the low- 
income segment of the population. 

His third objective is legislation on the use 
of land for the purpose of providing new areas 
of fertile farms to give a second chance to those 
farmers who have lost their all in the-dust 
bowl of the midwest and other areas depleted 
of productivity. 

Fourthly, he wants anti-trust legislation “to 
end monopoly—not to hurt, but to free legiti- 
mate business.” 

And, lastly, he asks workable reorganization 
of the federal government departments and 
bureaus in order to eliminate duplication of 
effort and to increase efficiency. 

Such a broad program of betterment for . 
the entire nation will require careful werking 
out if the laws to be voted achieve, on a sound 
basis, the results desired. The long vision must 
be the measure by which the effectiveness of 
the method finally adopted is judged. 

The calling of a special session was a wise 
move. Legislative bodies are always better able 
to give calm and careful consideration to seri- 
ous problems in special sessions, when they are 
not harassed by the inevitable turmoil and con- 
fusion of multitudinous proposals which ordi- 
narily come during a regular session. | 

If congress makes sincere effort to advance, 
soundly and conservatively, along the road 
which the President has indicated, helpful 
progress should be achieved during the special 
session and the decks thus cleared for effi- 
cient and intelligent handling of the other 
problems which will come at the regular ses- 
sion next year. Intelligent effort this year 
should, as the President points out, obviate the 
necessity for a long-drawn session extending 
far through next summer. 

Congress can perform no greater service for 
the nation than to act definitely on the hu- 
manitarian and desirable line laid down. By 
constructive, lasting legislation, enacted with 
clear vision for future needs, the uncertainty 
and fear which have been the chief factors in 
the tamporary slowing of the march toward 
new prosperity, may be removed and business, 
labor and agriculture may then go on toward 
that happier and more secure day which the 
President visions and which he holds out as an 
at least much nearer goal at the end of the 
legislative labors.

The remainder 
will be used to pay city employes 
so as to eliminate borrowing on 
short-term loans during months 
when there is no revenue for this 
purpose. 

The check was made to the city 
of Atlanta and drawn on the Trust 
Company of Georgia. It was sign- 
ed by J. D. Robinson Jr., one of 
the bond buyers. Officials expect 
to place the government of the city 
on a cash basis for the future.

It was understood Premier 
Benito Mussolini, of Italy, was in- 
formed in advance of the German 
move. 

By this step, Germany neutral- 
ized one important sector of her 
western boundary. Danger of 
immediate invasion of the Ruhr 
valley in the event of war with 
western powers was believed 
greatly reduced. Germany’s heavy 
industries; including the Krupp 
Munition Works, are located in this 


area, 
Pledge Qualified. 

Official comment stressed that 
“Germany would regain freedom 
of action if, for example, on the 
basis of Belgium’ s membership in 
the League, the Belgian govern- 
ment were ready to place Belgian 
territory at the disposal of enemy 
troops for marching through or as 
bases of operations.” 

The declaration was not binding 
in case “Belgium should co-operate 
in any warlike operations against 
Germany.” 

Germany’s pledge was made in a 
note signed by Foreign Minister 
Baron Konstantin von Neurath. It 
said that the reich wished to de- 
fine the German attitude toward 
her western neighbor because a 
new agreement replacing the Lo- 


carno security pact might take a/b 


long time. 
Believed Corollary. 

Semi-officially it was acknowl- 
edged as a corollary to the Fran- 
co-British declaration of April 24, 
which absolved Belgium of her 
Locarno treaty obligations to fight 
for Great Britain or France if 
either became the victim of ag- 
gression. 

The Deutsche Allegemeine Zei- 
tung described the new German 
stand as an answer to President 
Roosevelt’s call for peace, 

“After the recent demonstration 
- « « Where Chancellor Hitler and 
Premier Mussolini pledged them- 
selves to safeguard European peace 
we heard President Roosevelt’s call 
to peace,” the newspaper said. 

“The best answer to some of his 
erroneous conceptions has been 
given by this positive contribution 
of Germany to peace.” 


BELGIUM GRATEFUL 
FOR GERMAN PLEDGE 


BRUSSELS, Oct. 13.— ()—Lit- 
tle Belgium, on a new road to in- 
dependence, accepted gratefully to- 
day a promise of nonviolation of 
territory from Germany, whose 
gray-clad hordes made her a road 
to war in 1914.

Brady Mob Since Escape 


From Jail. 


BANGOR, Maine, Oct. 13.—(7) 
Federal sleuths today back-tracked 
along the outlaw trail of the Al 
Brady gang, which yesterday came 


to an abrupt end when two of its 
members perished in a hail of ma- 
chinegun bullets and the third was 
captured. 

The investigators were particu- 
larly eager to learn who, if any- 
body, gave aid and comfort to 
Brady and Clarence L. SHaffer, 
the two who fell before G-men’s 
guns, and James Dalhover, the 
prisoner, since the trio escaped an 
Indiana jail a year ago. 

Meanwhile, . Dalhover, under 
heavy guard, talked. Police Cap- 
tain Frank Foley said the federal 
agents, after lengthy questioning, 
obtained a confession of the band’s 
outlawry. Murders of three po- 
licemen and a storekeeper and 
numerous robberies of jewelry 
stores and groceries were charged 
against the gang. 

Pending removal to Indiana for 
trial, probably by airplane, Dal- 
hover was held in the city jail. 
Brady’s body remained unclaimed 
on a slab at the city morgue, but 
a local undertaker said he had re- 
ceived instructions to ship Shaf- 
fer’s body to his native Indian- 
apolis. 

The only law officer injured in 
yesterday’s brief but furious bat- 
tle, Walter Walsh, noted marks- 
man of the Department of Justice, 
was reported rapidly recovering at 
the Eastern Maine General hos- 
pital. He was shot in the shoulder 
as he leaped upon Dalhover in a 
hardware store in which the gang 
had been buying pistols and am- 
munition. 

Walter Eckert, captain of the 
Indiana ‘state police, said he had 
been advised by the Department of 
Justice Dalhover would be return- 
ed to that state, where murder in- 
dictments against him were held 
in two counties.

Japan Increases orces. 

Japan, failing to smash China’s 
resistance on the bondaries of the 
International Settlement, has in- 
creased her forces here to 200,000 
troops, a Chinese official spokes- 
man declared. 

He asserted that the increase 
raises Japan’s numerical strength 
to half of China’s on the Shanghai 
front nad represents an increase of 
more than 60,000 fighters within 
10 days. 

“It is indicative of the grave 
and unexpected difficulties the 
Japanese are experiencing in at- 
tempting to break the Chinese 
lines,” he said. 

Twenty-three Japanese troop 
ships, he declared, are waiting to 
unload down the Whangpoo river 
and off the Chinese coast near the 
mouth of the Yangtze estuary. 

With the start of the third month 
of hostilities on the edges of 
Shanghai, the Japanese made what 
appeared to be “feeler thrusts,” 
pointing toward a possible effort 
to make a new landing at minor 
Yangtze river ports north of Liuho, 
near the confluence with the 
Whangpoo, from which to outflank 
the Chinese line defendig the 
way toward Nanking. 

Chinese Withstand Battering. 

_After 60 days of night and day 
fighting into which the Japanese 
have flung warships, field artillery, 
tanks, cavalry and more than 130,- 
000 infantry troops they ahve been 
unable to break through an inspir- 
ed Chinese human wall here. 

Six Japanese planes subjected 
Hangchow, Chekiang province port 
.south of Shanghai, to its second 
air raid in two days. Dispatches 
said they power-dived and drop- 
ped 11 bombs. destroying the main 
railway sheds. One person was 
killed and two wounded. 

Air raid alarms sounded four 
times in Nanking but no Japanese 
planes appeared. Instead, they 
were reported to have bombed 
numerous towns along the Shang- 
hai-Nanking railway.

'mese Emergency, Atlanta 
Association Is Told. 


Southern Baptists, through their 
‘foreign missions board, yesterday 
received a financial “SOS” for 
aid in evacuating missionaries and 
their families from the Sino-Japa- 
nese war areas. 

Dr. Charles E. Maddry, execu- 
tive secretary, with offices in Rich- 
mond, called on members of the|5 
church to subscribe $100,000 for 


use “in this Chinese emergency.” 

The Atlanta association, an or- 
ganization composed of all Baptist 
churches m Fulton county, and one 
of the largest organizations of its 
kind, which closed a two-day ses- 
sion yesterday at the Second-Ponce 
|de Leon Baptist church, voted to 
subscribe a “substantial” amount 
to this fund. - 

Need Is Cited. 

In citing the urgent need for this 
fund,’ Dr. T.'W. Ayers, of 1013 
Ponce de Leon avenue, retired 
missionary, who worked in China 
for 25 years under the Southern 
Baptist board, declared that the 
Southern Baptist Convention’s 
compound in Shanghai, which 
housed a church, a school and six 
or eight residences for missionaries 
and teachers, had been destroyed 
by Japanese shell fire. 

“All residents of the compound, 
valued at $200,000, along with all 
native Christians, have been forced 
to flee to the International Settle- 
ments,” Dr. Ayers said, “and funds 
for their support are needed a‘ 
once.’ 

“All of their private and per- 
sonal property has been destroyed 
and many of the women and chil- 
dren have already been sent to 
Hongkong, the Philippine  Is- 
lands or other Boye of safety.” 

$25,000 Spent. 

Dr. Maddry reported that ad- 
vices from China said that more 
than $25,000 had been spent in 
evacuation since the war began 
“and if the war continues very 
long, the amount will go far be- 
yond this figure.” 

His report on the evacuation of | * 
178 missionaries and 84 children 
of the missionaries from China 
was unanimously approved by the 
foreign mission board. 

Dr. Maddry said that 16 states 
of the 18 in the Southern Baptist 
Convention and the District of Co- 
lumbia have already subscribed 
$16,553 for emergency work in the 
Far East.

ment on more than the 50 bales. 
In other words he cannot receive 
a payment on more than the ac- 
tual number of bales produced in 
1937 and sold before July 1, 1938. 

From the foregoing illustration 
it was made clear that many cot- 
ton farmers will be disappointed 
if they are laboring under the im- 
pression they are to receive ad- 
justed price payments on the full 
production of this year’s bumper 
crop, the second largest yield in 
the history of the country. 

The. payment per pound to 
growers of 1937 cotton who quali- 
fy under the price adjustment 
payment plan will be the amount 
by which the average price of 7-8- 
inch middling cotton on the ten 
designated spot markets is below 
12 cents on the day the grower 
sells his cotton, but not in excess 
of 3 cents a pound in any case. 

10-Market Average. 

The rate of payment on a par- 
ticular grower’s cotton will de- 
pend, not on the price received by 
that grower from the buyer of his 
cotton, but on the 10-market aver- 
age for 7-8-inch middling on the 
date of his sale. The grade and 
staple of the grower’s cotton have 
no bearing on his payment. 

For example, if the average 
price of 7-8-inch middling on the 
10 designated spot markets is 9 
cents on the day a grower sells 
will be at the rate of 3 cents a 
wi}l be at the rte of 3 cents a 
pound for such cotton, the differ- 
ence between 12 cents and the 10- 
market average. Assume a grow- 
er sells his cotton on a day when 
the 10-market average is 10 cents, 
the price adjustment payment will 
be 2 cents a pound. If he sells 
his: cotton when the 10-market 
average for 7-8-inch middling is 
8 cents, the payment will be 3 
cents a pound, the maximum. 
Whether the grower’s cotton is 
above or below middlin, grade or 
longer or shorter than 7-8-inch 
. | Staple is immaterial. 

The 10 designated spot cotton 
markets are Norfolk, Augusta, 
Savannah, Montgomery, Memphis, 
New Orleans, Little Rock, Hous- 
ton, Dallas and Galveston.

The first major objective of the 
chief executive, as well as the spe- 
cial session, will be the enactment 
of a general farm program which 
will include cotton production con- 
trol.

Until the new legislation has 
been enacted, AAA officials will 
be unable to say with certainty 
just how the cotton adjustment 
program will be administered.

On August 30, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation announced it 
would lend to producers of the 
1937 crop. nine cents a pound on 
cotton classing 7-8-inch middling 
cotton, or better; 8 cents a pound 
on cotton classing 13-16 in staple 
and: middling or better in grade; 
7 3-4 cents a pound on_ cotton 
classing 7-8-inch cotton or better 
in staple which was of a grade 
not deliverable on contract under 
the regulations of the New York 
and New Orleans cotton ex- 
changes and no loan would be 
made on 13-16-inch cotton under 
middling grade. 

The loans will bear interest at 
the rate of 4 per cent and mature 


on July 31, 1938. To be eligible 


for loans cotton must be stored in 
warehouses approved by the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. The 
loans are now available. 

Receipts Required. 

A condition of each loan is that 
the producer-borrower agrees to 
participate in and comply with the 
1938 adjustment program. 

In order to establish proof of 
cotton sales, the producer must ob- 
tain sales receipts from the original 
buyer. The receiy¥s must show 
the date of sale, name and ad- 
dress of the producer, number of 
gross weight of the bales, and the 
signature and address of the buy- 
er. If the cotton is sold in the 
seed, the receipts must show the 
number of pounds of seed cotton 
and the number of pounds ex- 
pressed in terms of lint cotton, 
rather than the number of bales 
and gross weight. Receipts on lint 
cotton sold but not bales must 
show the pounds of lint, rather 
than the number of bales and gross 


weight, and should be marked 


‘“Joose lint.” 


The grower will be required to , 


file the receipts of the sales with 
the secretary of his county agri- 
cultural conservation association 
in chronological order of the sales. 
For sales made up to and includ- 
ing October 15, 1937, cotton sale 
certificates or sale receipts must be 
filed not later than October 30, 
1937. Cotton sale certificates for 
cotton sold after October 15, 1937, 
must be filed not later than 15 
days after the date of sale of the 
cotton. The filing may be done 
either by mail or by delivering the 
receipts to the secretary of/the as- 
sociation in person. No exception 
will be made unless it is author- 
ized by the secretary of agricul- 
ture in an unusual case to avoid 
hardship for which the grower is 
not at fault. 
Forms Are Printed. 


Government forms have been 
printed and are now available, 
therefore, sale certificates will be 
required on such forms for cotton 
sold after they become available. 
Speaking generally, the date of 
sales is the date on which the 
grower agreed to sell the lot: of 
cotton, whether that agreement 
was in the form of a spot sale of 
actual bales of cotton, a so-called 
forward sales contract, or a hedge 
sale. If the grower’s agreement of 
sale made for future delivery is 
not carried out, 
cannot be taken into account in 
fixing the date of sale. The date 
of sale will be the date of the

Since many children will not 
have the privilege of belonging to 
an organized Junior Garden Club 
we mothers can easily give them a 
love for horticulture by our at- 
titude towards our garden. . The 
mother who will not let Johnny 
have any place to play in his own 
backyard will certainly not teach 
him to love home. If she does 
permit him .to play but spends 
most of her time calling to the 
gang not to break her flowers she 
will not give him any great love 
for flowers. 


How, then, is she to manage to 
create this undying love for the 
beautiful in her children? If you 
are the woman that I think you 
are, you will be able to decide on 
the right course of action without 
any assistance from me. Each 
home has different problems, that 
is why God gave so much brains 
to woman, since she decides all 
these little problems. Never make 
a child (nor a husband) garden. 
You might use 5 cents an hour, 
or the cooky jar or flattery; and 
if you find anything else that 
works please pass it on. 

But going back to October and 
the beginning of things. Won't 
you please be certain this fall to 
plant winter grass, not only on 
your lawn but on the grass strip 
that all streets have between the 
sidewalk and street. And having 
planted it, cut it, and once in a 
while edge it. The south has be- 
come known for its lovely winter 
grass so why right here at the 
gateway should be fail to carry 
on? Some of us have much dif- 
ficulty trying to have summer 
grass, but if rye grass is sown with 
any care, and then is given the 
least assistance, you will have an 
evergreen lawn from October un- 
til May. Won't all of you help 
us? 

I am sincere when I say that I 
think that a lawn is more impor- 
tant than any flower that could 
be grown. And you know what I 
think about flowers. But why do 
we have to stop gardening when 
we have spent a few dollars for 
seed and a few hours scattering 
them? Do you have any posession 
that means more to you. than 
home?

Your Figure, Madam

MIDDLE-AGED FIGURE NOT 
INEVITABLE. 


Women used to be old at 30. 
Now they are young at 40 because 
they are on guard against the mid- 
dle-aged figure. The difference 
between the youthful and the ma- 
tronly figure is largely a matter 
of suppleness and well-toned mus- 
cles. Nowhere is muscular control 
more necessary than in the middle 
of the figure—the waistline and 
abdomen. 

From the standpoint ‘of health 
as well as the figure, the muscles 
of the abdomen are among the 
most important in the body. When 
toned and strong, they give prop- 
er support to the vital organs and, 
furthermore, prevent the exces- 
sive deposit of fatty issue which 
is prone to occur in this region. 
The muscles fornring the abdom- 
inal girdle are brought into action 
to some extent in all vigorous 
gymnastics, active sports, special- 
ized dancing, skating and hiking. 
Go in for these activities and you 
will keep your figure young. Un- 
fortunately, as the average woman 
grows older, she is less and less 
inclined to activity. As a conse- 
quence, the muscles lose their 
youthful firmness—and she loses 
her figure. 

As a substitute for physical ac- 
tivity through sports or dancing, 
most of us turn—eventually—to 
calisthenics. It is.true tha? a few 
minutes of concentrated, specific 
exercise is as effective in many 
respects as hours of general ac- 
tivity, but the specific exercise 
must be chosen carefully.

Position: Down on all fours, 
hands and feet. 

Movement: Walk like a cat 
stretching itself. Move one hand 
and foot forward while the other 
remains stationary and the corre- 
sponding foot is stretched back- 
ward, high in air, the knee 
straightening in the movement.

These intersectional games, with Georgia’s success 
in them, have been the chief factor in putting the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in a national football spotlight never 
before enjoyed until Harry Mehre’s teams started beat- 
ing Yale and N. Y. U. ; 
He had two bad reverses in California. He took just a fair 

team out there, one which had been defeated in the south, and 
it-*met Southern California in two games when Southern Cal 
had one of the greatest football teams ever put on a gridiron. 
Those games do not detract from his record. You will find that 
no one was beating Southern Cal in those years. 


- ‘THE SITTER-UPPERS. 

There was just one reason, and only one, why I regretted 
to see Dr. S.' V. Sanford elevated to the position of chancellor 
of the University System. : 

He then could no longer go on trips with the Geor- 

gia team. He was the best of the sitter-uppers._ That 

was the crowd which sat up most’ of the night talking

Albie Booth—Little Boy Blue—was a sophomore 
star that year. Only Georgia really bottled him up in 
the three years he faced them. 

Georgia had ‘lost to Oglethorpe—pulled one out against 
Furman—and then came the Yale game. It is safe to say not 
a single man there that day expected Georgia to win. But they 
did—15to0. I recall slipping through the newly planted hedge 
at the new stadium that day—with just 30 seconds left to play— 
and whispering congratulations to Harry Mehre. 

“Not yet, not yet,” he said, hoarsely. “They may start a 
rally.” . ‘ 

"And even as he spoke the whistle blew to end the game. 
Only once again have I seen a man 7 
strain and so absorbed with the drama of what he had 
seen. That was Frank Thomas in the Rose Bowl game 

on January 1, 1935, when Howell and Hutson led the 
most brilliant attack that field has seen. When it was 
done, Frank Thomas was not sure of the score and could 
not recall how a single touchdown was made. It was 

10 minutes before he could shake his shoulders and reel 

it out—play by play—detail by detail. 

i Well, the week after that Yale game, Georgia went to 

North Carolina and beat a great Tarheel team in a contest in 

which the lead changed four times, It was a fullback—Jack 

(The Ripper) Roberts—who earned his nickname that day. He 

took the ball in a great smashing attack for the winning touch- 

down. 

And the next year, up at New Haven, Georgia won, 

18 to 14, in another of those stirring, pulse-shattering 

games in which the lead changed and great plays saved 

the day. 

Well, Georgia was making history then. Today they more 
or less expect Georgia to win intersectional games. There are 
some great ones ahead. There is one Saturday and then in 
1938 comes Holy Cross again and then comes four years with 
Dartmouth. 


OTHER GREAT GAMES. 

Meanwhile, there remain Tech and Duke—Tennessee and 
Alabama, and Auburn and Mississippi State.

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Impeachment of Hull Also, 
Republican Says. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—(?)— 
A suggestion that congress con- 
sider impeachment of President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hull for 
their failure to invoke the neu- 
trality act in the Sino-Japanese 
war came today from Representa- 
tive Tinkham, Republican, Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Tinkham, who is touring Eu- 
rope, made public a cablegram he 
sent Hull from Geneva, Switzer- 
land, on October 11, accusing the 
secretary of state and the Presi- 
dent of having “torn to shreds” 
the neutrality law and of having 
“nullified the will of congress.” 

The State Department declined 
comment on the message. 


Act Described. 


(The neutrality act empowers 
the President to forbid the sale 
and transportation ‘of munitions 
from this country when he finds 
a state of war exists. He has re- 
frained from applying it in the 
Far Eastern crisis on the grounds 
that war has not been declared 
formally, but he has placed an 
embargo on shipment of arms in 
government-owned vessels.) 


Tinkham’s message to Hull de- 
clared: | 

“The neutrality act with its 
mandatory provisions is law. It 
is the expressed will of congress 
by an overwhelming vote. The 
President and you have torn to 
shreds this law and wholly nulli- 
fied the will of congres sin ref- 
erence to the war in China. He 
and you have defied the law and 
the congress. Congress upon re- 
assembling should consider the im- 
peachment o 
yourself for High crime and mis- 
demeanor.” 

In Europe, Tinkham’s_ cable 
continued, there are “two dntag- 
onistic . political groups of ambi- 
tious and selfish nations.” One 
he described as the London-Paris- 
Moscow group or axis, the other 
as the Berlin-Rome-Tokyo group.

“T.ondon is allied with Paris and 
Paris allied with Moscow,” he said. 
“Berlin is allied with Rome and 
Tokyo. It is national suicide for 
the United States to have politi- 
cal commitments, or entangle- 
ments, with either group, or axis. 
Yet the minister of the United 
States to Switzerland on your per- 
sonal order sits on the political 
committee here in Geneva of the 
League of Nations, which com- 
mittee is seeking to enforce by 
one means or another the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations in 
the Far East. 

‘Upon this ‘same political com- 
mittee sits Litvinoff, the political 
representative of the homicidal 
communistic terrorists of Russia. 
The congress will never permit 
you or the President to make the 
United States the puppet state of 
Great Britain or the ally and po- 
litical assistant of Commuunistic 
Russia.” 

Simultaneously, six peace organ- 
izations issued a statement — in 
Washington criticizing President 
Roosevelt’s remarks on foreign 
policy in his fireside chat last 
night. 

“The President has done noth- 
ing to correct the hypocrisy of an 
appeal for the observance of in- 
ternational law by a government 
which refuses to carry out its own 
laws,” the statement said. “... if 
the President wants to ‘reach’ suc- 
cessfully for peace, he should 
stand on the firm basis of obedi- 
ence to law by an application of 
the neutrality act.” 

The six organizations are the 
National. Council for Prevention 
of War, World Peaceways, Wom- 
en’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom, Fellowship 
of Reconciliation, Emergency 
Peace Campaign, and Committee 
of Militarism in Education.

The maps, which cover the his- 
tory of Georgia, afford an interest- 
ing and unusual picturization of 
the history of the state from 1705, 
when the state was a part of 
Florida, to 1863 when Georgia had 
attained its final stature. 

They are on public exhibition 
for the first time and some are 
ranked as gems of cartography 
and have. been collected by Mr. 
Ahrendt during the past: 18 
months in old bookshops here, in 
Boston, New York, Baltimore, 
Washington and New Orleans. 

Engraving Specimens. 
As a result of his long interest 
in art, Mr. Ahrendt began his col- 
lection when he first became at- 
tracted to the old charts, which 
appeared as specimens of the en- 
graving art. 

The oldest piece, dated 1705, is 
a map of “Floride,” which extend- 
ed all the way from the “Golfe de 
Mexique” to Canada or “Nouvelle 
France.” A map dated 1752 lists 
Florida as “full of swamps” and 
in Georgia shows “Savannah 
Town” and “St. Joseph’s Town.” 

“Exceedingly good land” west 
of Augusta is pictured on the 
chart dated 1779, showing the 
Indian areas and an old trading 
path extending from western 
Florida to the Savannah river. 
There is a map “of such parts of 
Georgia and South Carolina as 
tend to illustrate the progress and 
operations of the British army.” I

. Longitude Calculations.
